(Gazetted June, 1st. 1924' 


WHEREAS l>y Sec (ion 11 of llu* Palestine Onler-in-Council, 1922, the 
Hit’ll Commissioner is empowered, with the approval of the Secretary of State, 
by Proclamation to divide Palestine inh administrative divisions or Districts 
m such manner and witli such suit-divisions as may he convenient for purpose's 
of administration, describing the boundaries thereof and assigning names thereto, 

AND WHEREAS 11 is Rritannic Majesty’s Secretary of State for the 
Colonies has approved of the division hereinafter proclaimed, 

NOW, therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in me by the said 
Order-in-Oomicil, I, the Ri^ht Honourable Sir llerbret Louis Samuel, His 
Majesty’s lli"h Commissioner and Commander in Chief of Palestine, do hereby 
proclaim and provide as follows: 

I. Palestine shall be divided for the purposes of administration into the 
following Districts, Divisions and Sub-Districts: 

(a) The Northern District, comprising the Sub-Districts of Haifa, Acre, 
Nazareth, Tiberias, Safad, Nablus, Jenin, Tulkarem and Reisan, with its 
Headquarters at Haifa.

The Jerusaleni-Jalfu District, comprising the Jerusalem Division and 
Division, with its Headquarters at Jerusalem. The Jerusalem Division 
the Sub-Districts of Jerusalem, Ramallah, Bethlehem and Jericho; and 
Division includes the Sub-Districts of Jatla and Ramleli. 


(e) The Southern District, comprising the Sub-Districts of Caza, Hebron 
and Beersheba, with its Headquarters at Caza. 

2. The villages and their lands and tribal areas comprised in each Sub- 
District., other than the Sub-District of Beersheba, arc set out in the Schedule 
hereto. The Sub-District of Beersheba shall comprise the area included in 
the boundaries of Palestine to the South of tin* Sub-District of Hebron and to 
the South and East of the Sub-District of Caza.

Court shall have power to enforce by line or imprisonment 
obedience to any Order issued by them directing any act to be 
done, or prohibitin'* the doiii'j of any act. 

No order of line or imprisonment shall he made unless and 
miliI the person in disobedience has been summoned to appear 
and lias appeared, or has in default of appearance been hroii^liL 
before tlu* Court by a writ of ullachmeiil to show cause why 
such an order should nol he made. 


Writ of 
Sequestration 


In case such person as aforesaid cannot he found within 
the jurisdiction of any Court in Palestine, Ihe Court may make 
such order of line or imprisonment as may seem just or may 
order that a writ, of sequestration he issued against his properly. 
The said writ shall hind his immovable properly from the dale 
of Ihe order in Ihe same maimer, and to Ihe same extent in 


every respect, as an order for sequestration in a civil action. 


The writ of sequestration shall he directed to two or more 
persons to he appointed by the Court for that purpose 4 , who shall 
he* commanded and empowered to enter upon all the immovable 
properly of Ihe person against whom Ihe writ shall issue, and I«» 
colled, lake, and ^jel into their hands not only the* rents and 
profits of his said immovable pmperly, hut also all his piods, 
chattels, and movable* property, and detain and ke*e*p the* same 
under sequestration in their hands until lie* shall appe*ar before* 
the Court and clear his eemlempt, e>r Ihe Court shall make oilier 
order to the conimry. 


And Ihe* Court may order payment out e>f.the proceeds of 
such sequestration of all eharges attemlin# the execution thereed, 
including such reasemahle* ivmuneration to the persons appointee I 

le> cairv out the same as the Court shall think lit to allow.
